Different Cures Ar* Advocated to Dis­ 
courage Practice—Best Remedy 
It Prevention. 


Egg eating is caused by lack of 
nests, overcrowding, want of opportu­ 
nity to exercise, or lack of litter to 
exercise in, and nests that are located 
low down in the light where the chick­ 
ens are tempted to scratch in the 
nest boxes, thus rolling out the eggs. 
Once the trick is learned, says W al­ 
lace’s Farmer, no eggs are safe, and 
the birds that first learn this bad habit 
communicate it to others. 
To prevent, give plenty of room In 
the henhouse, and have a suitable 
place for the chickens to scratch In. 
Put the nests in a secluded corner, as 
dark as is practicable, and furnish 
enough of them. Give the chickens 
plenty of green food. 
Different cures are advocated. Some 
say that a quantity cf china eggs scat­ 
tered over the chicken house floor will 
discourage the practice; others that 
a bushel or less of egg shells fed lib­ 
erally will satisfy the hens* craving 
for lime and break up the habit; eth­ 
ers that old plaster and plenty of grit 
is a help; occasionally someone will 
claim that eggs doctored with red pep­ 
per puts a stop to i t The best cure 
is prevention.

As the killing time draws near, feed 
often, being sure to give a variety. It 
is a mistake to depend on corn aline. 
Potato***, swedes, mangels, boiled 
soft and mixed with ground oats, bar­ 
ley meal, buckwheat meal or cornmeal, 
constitute good fattening foods. 
The French fatten with beetroot, ar­ 
tichokes, or potatoes, boiled and mixed 
with meal, and give acorns, chestnuts 
and walnuts. The latter, they conoid 
er, add a delicious flavor to the meat 
While being fattened, turkeys should 
have plenty of ventilation and fresh 
air in their coops and there should 
be a plentiful supply cf grit, sand and 
limo rubbish to aid digestion. 
They 
should also have all the clean water 
they can drink 
A popular American method of fat­ 
tening is to have a morning mash of 
cornmeal, barleymeal or buckwheat 
meal mixed with skim milk; a few 
sweet potatoes can be added. At noon 
give cracked cora. buckwheat, or bar 
ley, and at night give whole or cracked 


corn with an occasional feed of buck­ 
wheat. 
It is best not to coop turkeys during 
fattening as they are apt to lose their 
appetites and become sickly. 
If fed at all they will eat three 
times a day; they are not inclined to 
roam, but will sit around quietly. 
Turkeys intended for the later mar­ 
kets should not be so heavily fed as 
those Intended for sale in a few weeks. 
They should be killed at once when 
ready for the m arket as they will be­ 
gin to lose flesh and prove unprofit­ 
able if kept over this lime.

an hour before milking time, which 
should always be regular, and rub the 
udder well with a brush or burlap 
sack, to remove all dirt and dust that 
might get into the milk. 
Dry, well-drained and well-kept feed 
lots assist greatly in keeping the cows 
clean, hence, also in producing clean 
milk. 
Where cows are compelled to 
stand all day in a wet or muddy feed 
lot, unless much care is used, the eve­ 
ning milk will be far from pure. A 
naturally high, dry and well-drained 
location is advisable for the feed lot 
during winter and spring, and if it can 
be graded and stoned it is much better. 
It is preferable to have the feeding 
pens provided with feed racks, in place 
of feeding on the ground, as the* cow 
is a very cleanly animal, and w ill not 
readily eat soiled food if it eau b« 
avoided.

The proper standard from which to 
determine the most profitable ration is 
the amount, of feed of a certain kind 
required to produce a certain increase 
in weight and the rate at which the 
increase is made. 
These terms are 
the same in all parts of the country, 
while the cost of the various feeds 
will vary in almost every locality. 
The results of the experiments for 
the best methods of fattening hogs on 
corn and alfalfa hay and en corn 
alone are herewith given. 
The feed­ 
ing of various proportions of alfalfa 
in a ration of corn, as alfalfa hay, as 
chopped hay. and as meal, indicates 
that the rations rank as follows, with 
the most satisfactory ration viewed 
from the profit made per hog fattened,

That article, the United States con- 
iends, specifically protected the Wil­ 
liam P. Frye from being sunk, al­ 
though it did not protect a contra­ 
band cargo. 
Germany takes precisely an oppo- J 
site view, contending that the article 
only obligates her to pay damages. 
Furthermore, Germany replies, that 
as the Frye’s cargo was w'heat des­ 
tined to England was contraband, the 
ship was liable to confiscation and., 
that as an attem pt to take the prize 
into a Geripanport would have im­ 
periled her captor, the destruction of 
the Frye “was according to general 
principles of international law'.”

A vigorous offensive w’as opened in 
the Baltic provinces, the Teutons at­

the operations in this section, a de­ 
termined drive

in the Prza- 
mvsz region. Simultaneously the oth­ 
er Teutonic armies 
showed reawak­ 
ening. Field Marshal Mackensen kept 
advancing, inflicting smashing blows 
on the Russians.

by step the 
Austro-German 
hosts 
pounded their 
way toward the city. 
Before the power

fne Teutons 
engaged in

ment , the armies of Grand 
Duke 
Nicholas began to fall back. From the
